The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance of claim 1 : The 
prior art does not disclose a circuit arrangement for protecting an integrated 
semiconductor circuit comprising a control circuit comprising, a second RC element 
comprising a second resistor and a second capacitor, the second RC element being 
electrically connected to a connecting point between the additional circuit and the drive 
circuit. This feature in combination with the rest of the claim limitations is not 
anticipated or rendered obvious by the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance of claim 18: 
The prior art does not disclose a method for protecting an integrated semiconductor 
circuit, the method comprising a control circuit which comprising a second resistive- 
capacitive element configured to determined how long the control circuit remains active. 
This feature in combination with the rest of the claim limitations is not anticipated or 
rendered obvious by the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance of claim 22: 
The prior art does not disclose a circuit arrangement for protecting an integrated 
semiconductor circuit, comprising a second sub-circuit comprising a second resistive- 
capacitive element comprising a second capacitor and a second resistor; and a second 
detector transistor electrically connected downstream from the second resistive- 
capacitive element; and wherein the second sub-circuit is configured to drive the second 
detector transistor. This feature in combination with the rest of the claim limitation is not 
anticipated or rendered obvious by the prior art of record.
